roughage. 
Of the b land residues, it is sur­ 
prising to find that eggs, especial­ 
ly raw eggs, milk, cheese, white 
b read, marcaron!, potatoes and 
b randiess cereals, furnish a good 
part. 
Hurst, in England, was ab le to 
recover 5 per cent of the dry sub ­ 
stance of meat, eggs and w’hite

What Is Roughage? 
The question of what is rough­ 
age Is somewhat deb atab le. Fib er 
and cellulose are usually consid­ 
ered to b e roughage, b ut cellulose 
is really as b land as any insolub le 
sub stance could b e. 
The foods which furnish rough­ 
age residues as distinguished from 
the

w’ant to con- stltute the roughage of vegetab le 
aider the sub - toods are (1) those held together 
b y fib rous cells and the wood and 
fib ers of stems, roots, the rib s of 
leaves, and the interiors of fruits; 
(2) thoee protected b y the cutin 
or cork tissue in the structures of 
roots, stems, leaves and fruits; 
(3) seeds. 
Owing to a mucilagi­ 
nous lay er in the coats, some hard 
seeds b ecome soft In the digestive 
canal or on cooking. 
The constipated person requires 
more than the normal amount of 
roughage for distention. 
This is 
b ecause he destroy s more roughage 
are called! than the normal person. 
Cowgill 
‘and Anderson estimate that the 
average person requires 50 parts of 
roughage, while the constipated in­ 
dividual requires, comparatively , 90 
parts of roughage per pound of 
b ody weight. There is a ty pe of 
constipation, however, in which the 
digestive canal Is so sensitive that 
the patient cannot take roughage 
in any form.

stant demand for food. 


To meet the demand, numerous 


preparations have been made by 
all branches of the catering trade. 
Hyde Parke and Green Park, both 
on the Coronation route, will re- 
main open all night 
before

fets and marquees will give con- 
tinuous service. 


Children to Get Milk

Roughage in Treatment of Constipation 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


We DISCUSSED yesterday some 


recent research in the subject of 
constipation, in which different 
kinds of food products were isolat- 


ed and studied 
on patients as 
to their effect 
on s l u g g i s h 
bowels.

age. Roughage 
is the indigestible part of food 
which gives the food residue bulk 
in the large intestine and stimu- 
lates the bowel to activity. Any 
part of the food that does not di- 
gest and does not suffer bacterial 
decomposition, or whose products 
are unabsorbed, contributes to the 
residue in the lower bowel. Some 
of these residues are bland and 
mechanically unirrltatlng, 
while 


some are believed to act as me- 
chanical Irritants and are called 
roughage. 


Of the bland residues, it is sur- 


prising to find that eggs, especial- 
ly raw eggs, milk, cheese, white 
bread, marcaronl, potatoes and 
brandless cereals, furnish a good 
part. 


Hurst, in E • ..land, was able to 


recover 5 per 
> mt of the dry sub- 


stance of mea^ eggs and white 


bread, while he was able to recover 
15 to 20 per cent of green vege- 
tables, brown bread, carrots and 
turnips. 


What Is Roughage? 


The question of what is rough- 


age Is somewhat debatable. Fiber 
and cellulose are usually consid- 
ered to be roughage, but cellulose 
is really as bland as any insoluble 
substance could be. 


The foods which furnish rough- 


age residues as distinguished from 
the 
bland residues 
are 
bran- 


containing cereals, whole wheat 
bread, fruits and vegetables, par- 
ticularly raw fruits, and salads and 
relishes. The structures that con- 
stitute the roughage of vegetable 
foods are (1) those held together 
by fibrous cells and the wood and 
fibers of stems, roots, the ribs of 
leaves, and the interiors of fruits; 
(2) those protected by the cutin 
or cork tissue in the structures of 
roots, stems, leaves and fruits; 
(3) seeds. Owing to a mucilagi- 
nous layer in the coats, some hard 
seeds become soft in the digestive 
canal or on cooking. 


The constipated person requires 


more than the normal amount of 
roughage for distention. This is 
because he destroys more roughage 
than the normal person. Co\vgill 
and Anderson estimate that the 
average person requires 50 parts of 
roughage, while the constipated In- 
dividual requires, comparatively, 90 
parts of roughage per pound of 
body weight. There Is a type of 
constipation, however, in which the 
digestive canal Is so sensitive that 
the patient cannot take roughage 
in any form.

4-No Trumps, getting three tricks 
in each minor, t\vo in hearts and 
t\vo in spades.

K. The declarer ducked this, but 
on the next spade round he took 
the Ace, as lie could not afford to 
finesse, which would beat hia con- 
tract if it failed. 


Mrs. Kay Coffin of Indianapolis, 


I one of the best woman experts in 
the country, actually managed to 
defeat the contract, holding it to 
2-No Trumps. She had listened to 
the bidding, which was 1-Diamond 
by South, 1-Spade by North and 
3-No Trumps by South. She rea- 
soned that South must have exact- 
ly two little spades; if only a sin- 
gleton, he would not have jumped 
into 3-No Trumps; if as many as 
three, or two to the Q or Ace, he 
would have forced in some way to 
see whether North wanted to rebid 
his spades. So she eschewed her 
natural lead of hearts and offered 
the spade K. The declarer, reck- 
oning from this that the spades 
were all bunched at his left, let it 
go and tried the spade finesse on 
the second round. He now had no 
way to take more than eight tricks 
and was therefore down one.
